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RAF Mildenhall will 
be sold off for housing

RAF Mildenhall will be sold off by 
the Ministry of Defence to generate 
land for new homes. 

The base is one of 12 sites around 
the country which will be sold, the 
MoD announced this week. 

The disposal is set to generate 
£500 million and will provide land 
for 15,000 new homes around the 
UK. 

RAF Mildenhall could take up to 
4,000 homes, a Ministry of Defence 
spokesperson said. 

Only part of the 1,100 acre site 
will be sold off, while the rest will 
be retained. The use of that land 
has yet to be determined. 

Last year, the US Department of 
Defense announced RAF Milden¬ 
hall would be closed and all military 
personnel stationed there would be 
sent to Germany. 

Forest Heath District Council 
have campaigned for a year to en¬ 
sure the site was not mothballed 
and leader, Cllr James Waters, said 
the announcement was “great 
news” - but said there was a lot of 
hard work to be done. 

He said: “The future use of the 


site has to be one that meets local 
needs - and that is not about sim¬ 
ply selling off land for housing. 

“We need to be replacing jobs 
with jobs and working with our 
communities to ensure a prosper¬ 
ous future. 

“Whatever the future use for the 
airbase site may be, it will dramati¬ 
cally change the future not just of 
the Mildenhall area, but of West 
Suffolk and the wider sub region.” 

The government already has a 
£230,000 fund which will be used to 
create “a fully developed and viable 


plan” for the use of the base. 

The town will be looking to Cam¬ 
bridge, which Cllr Waters described 
as a “world leader in science and in¬ 
novation”, with the All dualling of¬ 
fering “huge potential for economic 
growth” attracting businesses to the 
town. 

“This is a once in a lifetime op¬ 
portunity to use publicly-owned 
land to shape the future of Milden¬ 
hall and the surrounding area,” Cllr 
Waters added. 

“While the potential impact of 
the base closure is clear to see, we 


are well positioned to ensure the 
jobs lost from the closure of RAF 
Mildenhall are replaced with new 
jobs, and the houses left by Milden¬ 
hall base personnel are quickly 
filled.” 

All personnel - a total of 3,200 
people - are due to have left 
Mildenhall by 2022. 

Forest Heath believe the site will 
be “heavily constrained” because 
of its long military use - something 


they expect the Government to take 
into account. 

Nigel Roman, district councillor 
for the Great Heath ward in Milden¬ 
hall, and a parish councillor, said: 
“We need to provide jobs for people 
living in these houses. 

“We have got to make sure this is 
right. A lot of people want it turned 
into a commercial airport. 

“The base has one of the finest 
runways in the world and every¬ 
thing an airport needs is there. But 
of course a commercial buyer is 
needed to do that.” 

West Suffolk MP Matthew Han¬ 
cock said he was “delighted” the 
land was to be released “so local 
people can make the most of it”. 

He added: “Given the Americans 
had decided to leave, this early de¬ 
cision by the Government on the 
future of RAF Mildenhall is very 
good news and I am pleased that 
there is a clear plan of action for the 
base. 

“Of course those affected and 
working on the base need to be 
supported through these changes 
and I will ensure this happens. 

“I will also continue to work very 
closely through the council and lo¬ 
cal constituents to make sure we 
make the best of this potential and 
secure Mildenhall’s future”.

Man on drugs 
crashed on A14 


A FATHER under the influ¬ 
ence of cannabis and mor¬ 
phine took a van without 
permission before crashing 
it into a lorry and spinning 
out of control on the A14. 

Keith Thompson, 49, took 
a Ford Transit van that be¬ 
longed to his employers and 
drove it, without insurance 
and while under the influ¬ 
ence of drugs, on July 30. 

After crashing into the 
back of a lorry on the west¬ 
bound carriageway at junc¬ 
tion 35 for Stow cum Quy, 
Thompson lost control and 
spun the vehicle before hit¬ 
ting the central reservation. 

Thompson, of Exning 
Road in Newmarket, ap¬ 
peared at Cambridge Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court on Tuesday, 
where he had previously 
pleaded guilty to driving 
without insurance, taking a 
vehicle and driving under 
the influence of drugs. 

The court heard that,

when police arrived on the 
scene, Thompson was fall¬ 
ing asleep on his feet. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
said: “Police arrived and 
identified Mr Thompson as 
the driver. He walked away 
from the police and they 
had to stop him and walk 
him back. He gave an incor¬ 
rect name to them and gave 
a date of birth one year out. 

“The police became sus¬ 
picious and got his driving 
licence and established his 
true details and saw he was 
disqualified from driving. 

“He seemed to be serious¬ 
ly impaired. He was literally 
falling asleep while standing 
up. 

“A forensic toxicology re¬ 
port showed various mor¬ 
phine substances and can¬ 
nabis substances in his 


system.” 

Mitigating, Michael What¬ 
ley told the court Thomp¬ 
son, despite his drug prob¬ 
lems, was well respected at 
work and was keen to get 
himself clean. Mr Whatley 
said: “Despite all his prob¬ 
lems, he can hold down a 
good job. 

“He gets on well with his 
co-workers and is well-paid, 
sometimes getting several 
hundred pounds a week. 

“He took the risk of driv¬ 
ing rather than lose his job. 
He should never have driv¬ 
en. He understands that.” 

Thompson was handed 
a 24-week prison sentence 
which was suspended for a 
period of 24 months. 

He was also issued a com¬ 
munity order and told to 
attend a drugs rehabilita¬ 
tion course. Thompson was 
banned from driving for 54 
months, and told to pay a 
total of £165.

TWO dogs from Newmar¬ 
ket who were rescued from 
beatings in Romania - where 
their tails had been cut off - 
are in the running to win a 
Crufts competition. 

Raphael, known as Raffy, 
and his brother, Kratu, have 
both been nominated in 
Crufts’ Friends for Life com¬ 
petition, which celebrates 
how humans and dogs 
“transform and enrich each 
other’s lives”. 

Raffy, a Romanian Shep¬ 
herd cross, and Kratu, their 
sister Gabby and mother 
Tutty were rescued by Tess 
Brown, who lives in Dulling- 
ham. 

After rescuing Kratu in 
the UK, Tess was told about 
where he had come from 
and was shown photos of 
his mother, Tutty, “abused 
and broken” in Romania and 
the other pups who were still 
there. She felt compelled to 
go and find them at what 
Tess said was a gypsy camp. 

She said: “Raffy loves 
Newmarket and the people 
he meets on the street. His 
destiny was to be chained 
for life and starved, other 
than scraps or rubbish, and 
beaten frequently and re¬ 
lentlessly. 

“I rescued his brother 
Kratu and the photos of their 
abused and broken mum 
haunted me so much that I 
went to retrace Kratu’s foot¬ 
steps. 

“That’s when I met tiny 
pup Raffy and his sister Gab¬ 



by. If I had not been there I 
dread to think what would 
have happened to them. 

“Tutty would have been 
beaten and Raffy may not 
even be alive.” 

Tess bargained with the 
camp leaders and took the 
three other dogs back to the 
UK - where their lives have 
been transformed, with 
Tutty and Gabby rehomed 
elsewhere and Raffy, now 17 
months old, and Kratu stay¬ 
ing with Tess. 

Since then, Raffy has un¬ 
dergone intensive rehabilita¬ 
tion at Wood Green The Ani¬ 
mas charity, has appeared 
on the cover of Dogs Today 
magazine, won the Super¬ 
model competition at Dog 
Fest, and has won rosettes 
from countless competi¬ 
tions. 

Despite his difficult start 
in life, Tess says he is “such a 
gentle and funny character”. 

She said: “All he wants 
is love. He has learned the 
word cuddle and he will 
climb on the sofa onto me to 


give me a cuddle. 

“I dread to think what 
might have happened to 
them. It still brings tears to 
my eyes what could have 
been.” 

Raffy and Kratu are also 
set to become Pets as Ther¬ 
apy (PAT) dogs in local care 
homes. 

And now Tess hopes that 
their stories will get them 
a place in the finals of the 
Friends for Life competition. 

“Despite everything they 
bring joy to people,” Tess 
said. 

“They are just something 
else. I’m not sure if I rescued 
them or if they rescued me to 
be honest. 

“They are more than 
friends for life, they are all 
family now - and all win¬ 
ners.”

“It is a really valuable service that 
we are very grateful for. 

“We talked about traffic islands or 
bollards to be installed but the last 
thing we expected was for them to 
fund a crossing guard.” 

Mr Fuller, who lives on Icewell Hill, 
said he was enjoying his job so far,

despite the sub-zero temperatures 
of this week.

Pilot's in-flight drama when canopy fell off 


A PILOT was left hying a plane with¬ 
out a roof after an in-hight drama. 

Antony Barber, of Norfolk Avenue 
in Newmarket, was hying his Practa- 
via Sprite Series landplane. 

During the hight, a carbon monox¬ 
ide monitor in the cockpit began to 
sound an alarm. 

But when the pilot went to open 
the canopy to let in some fresh air, 
the canopy hew off in mid air. 


The Air Accident Investigation 
Bureau published a report last week 
looking into the incident involving 
the 47-year-old pilot, who had 1,010 
hours of hying time. 

It explained that Mr Barber had 
bought the aircraft in April 2015 with 
hopes to refurbish it. 

When during the hight the alarm 
gave indication of carbon monoxide 
fumes, the pilot did not have “any 


other means of introducing ventila¬ 
tion to the cockpit”. 

He said he “considered it a reason¬ 
able action to take at the time”. 

Following the incident, the plane 
was inspected by the Light Aircraft 
Association (LAAj.The LAA is in the 
process of requiring fitment of a 
placard for aircrafts of the type stat¬ 
ing “this canopy must not be opened 
in hight”.

Mum, 32, backs 
changes to donor 
transplant rules 


THE mother of the UK’s young¬ 
est organ donor is backing a 
move to make it harder for be¬ 
reaved relatives to block a deci¬ 
sion by their family member to 
donate organs. 

NHS Blood and Transplant 
(NHSBT) data suggests relatives 
blocked transplants in 547 - or 
one in seven - cases since 2010. 

The organisation said it would 
no longer seek a family’s formal 
consent in order to reduce the 
number of “overrides”. 

The bereaved family will be 
given a leaflet which explains 
consent remains with the de¬ 
ceased and not the family left 
behind, although they can still 
block donation by providing rea¬ 
sons in writing. 

Emma Lee, 32, of Newmarket, 
knows only too well how hard it 
is to make the decision to donate 
the organs of a loved one after 
she gave birth to twins Hope

and Josh in November, who were 
born just two minutes apart at 
37 weeks. 

But sadly for Emma and her 
husband Drew, 51, they found 
out 13 weeks into the pregnancy 
that Hope had Anencephaly, a 
condition which prevents the 
brain and skull from developing 
properly. 

They decided to continue 
with the pregnancy and donate 
Hope’s organs when the time 
came -something which is par¬ 
ticularly rare in someone so 
young. 

Emma said although she sym¬ 
pathises with bereaved families, 
organ donation could mean sav¬ 
ing the lives of others. 

“I think it’s a great idea, we 
both do,” she told the News. 


“Your loved one with perfectly 
good organs could be saving so 
many different lives. 

“It could cut down on the 
number of people waiting for a 
transplant. What right have the 
family got to say ‘we’re not going 
to do that’ when it’s them [the 
deceased] who’s made the deci¬ 
sion?” 

Emma added: “Hope’s kidneys 
went to a lady in her mid-20s, as 
far as we know she’s doing really 
well. With her liver cells being in 
storage, they can help people as 
well. 

“It’s great that she’s still living 
on in somebody else and help¬ 
ing somebody else with their 
life.”

Campaign launched 
to get a new skate park

A FUNDRAISING campaign has 
begun to get a new skate park for 
Burwell. 

Max Jamieson is trying to raise 
£5,000 to kickstart renovations on 
the park, which he says is “deterio¬ 
rating and dangerous”. 

He said: “The floor is rough and 
very painful to fall on, ramps are 
becoming dangerous and can 
throw less experienced riders off. 

“The park is also very poorly de¬ 
signed and sees very little use be¬ 
cause of this. 

“I am hoping to get Burwell an all 
new up to date facility, which will 
become a social hub for the young 
people of the village and a great 
place to ride.” 

After starting a Facebook cam¬ 
paign, Max has now approached 
the parish council who have sup¬ 
ported his idea. 

Max said: “We had an amazing 
response from the council. There 
seems to be an agreement that 
Burwell is in need of a new skate 
park and that it will happen. 


“When, is the question. It all 
comes down to funding and if or 
when we aquire it. 

“I feel this target will have to be 
met by us, the community, for us to 
gain any funding for this project.” 

The overall project is set to cost 
approximately £80,000, but it is 
hoped that if the community can 


raise £5,000, grants will follow. 

“The council are in agreement 
that Burwell skatepark needs to 
be updated, it just needs to ob¬ 
tain funding,” Max said. “£5,000 
will have to be raised to obtain the 
rest in grants, as this looks great to 
funders and could be the differ¬ 
ence in whether they decided to 


support the project or not.” 

It is hoped that if the fundrais¬ 
ing campaign is successful and if 
grants can be secured, a new skate 
park could be built in the village 
within the next 12 to 18 months.

172 drivers were 
over the limit in 
police campaign 


ALMOST 2,000 drivers were 
breath tested for drink driving 
over Christmas and New Year. 

Suffolk police have an¬ 
nounced nine per cent of the 
1,972 drivers they tested be¬ 
tween December 1 and Janu¬ 
ary 1 failed their breath tests 
- a total of 172 drivers. 

Inspector Julian Ditcham, 
of the Norfolk and Suffolk 
Roads Policing Unit, said: 
“The results show that it is the 
minority of drivers that were 
found to be drink driving in 
Suffolk. 

“But this is still too many 
and the percentage testing 
positive is higher than last 
year which is disappointing. 

“We carry out campaigns 
like this all year round, but 
it is ever more prevalent at 
Christmas time, when the fo¬ 
cus is around family and peo¬ 
ple celebrating the end of the 
year.

“We are always keen to 
highlight the dangers associ¬ 
ated with getting behind the 
wheel while over the limit, the 
dangers to other road users 
and the consequences of be¬ 
ing caught.” 

And Insp Ditcham has 
urged people to think before 
they get behind the wheel af¬ 
ter too many drinks. 

He added: “You have to ask 
yourself, is that extra pint or 
glass of wine really worth in¬ 
creasing the risk of causing 
a serious collision or even 
death? 

“How would you live with 
yourself afterwards knowing 
the consequences of your ac¬ 
tions? What effect would it 
have on your life and family?” 

Tim Passmore, Suffolk Po¬ 


lice and Crime Commission¬ 
er, said he could not believe 
how many drivers failed. 

He said: “It is beggars belief 
that despite the obvious dan¬ 
gers, too many drivers are still 
taking to the road under the 
influence of drink or drugs. 

“All drivers need to under¬ 
stand that drink driving risks 
their lives and the lives of oth¬ 
ers. 

“It’s high time that the mes¬ 
sage got through to people, 
that drink driving wrecks lives 
and is grossly irresponsible 
and selfish. This cavalier at¬ 
titude to safety is completely 
unacceptable. 

“I trust the courts will hand 
out suitable sentences to act 
as a powerful deterrent.” 

A total of 3,349 drivers were 
tested across Suffolk and Nor¬ 
folk, with 262 drivers in total 
providing positive readings 
for both counties.

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TRAFFIC 

Safety works 
begin today 
at roundabout 


IMPROVEMENTS will begin to¬ 
day on the A11 at the Fiveways 
roundabout. 

Work is set to take place from 
January 20 to 23 to improve 
safety and traffic flow. 

Road markings will be 
changed and roundabout signs 
and approaches will be made 
clearer to direct traffic into the 
correct lanes. 

The improvements come af¬ 
ter an ongoing campaign by 
Mildenhall residents. 

The Safety At Fiveways Essen¬ 
tial (SAFE) campaign has seen 
more than 2,300 people sign 
a petition calling on improve¬ 
ments to the roundabout. 

The campaign called for traf¬ 
fic lights to be installed because 
without them there would be 
“the risk of loss of lives before 
something is done”. 

It also addresses concerns

about excessive traffic leaving 
Mildenhall and tailing back, 
hard to follow lanes causing ac¬ 
cidents, and increased traffic 
from the new retail outlets. 

Highways England project 
manager, Geoff Chatfield, said: 
“We routinely assess the impact 
of our major projects and, while 
it is too early to draw any firm 
conclusions about the All, the 
initial signs are very good. 

“We have identified some 
further improvements we can 
make to the layout of the Five- 
ways Roundabout to improve 
traffic flow and reduce the likeli¬ 
hood of incidents.” 

The works means 24 hour lane 
closures will be in place on the 
northfound and southbound 


approaches to Fiveways, as well 
as on the roundabout itself. 

However, both the All and 
Fiveways roundabout will re¬ 
main open while work takes 
place. 

Two lanes will be open for 
traffic on the All north and 
southbound during peak hours. 

Mr Chatfield added: “We have 
planned the work carefully to 
minimise delays, but there will 
be occasions where we have 
lane restrictions during the day 
and I encourage drivers to plan 
ahead so they leave extra time 
for their journeys if they need 
to.” 

Matthew Hancock has previ¬ 
ously supported the campaign 
to improve the roundabout and 
has said he will “continue to 
raise this matter with the Sec¬ 
retary of State for Transport as 
well as Suffolk County Council”.

T HE Volkswagen Group 
has dominated a car 
awards ceremony 
despite being engulfed by 
the diesel emissions scandal. 

The Germany-based 
company won nine of the 
19 categories at the What 
Car? Car of the Year Awards, 
including the top overall 
prize which went to the new 
Audi A4. 

VW Group admitted in 
September that it had fitted 
software to engines in a bid 
to cheat tests for nitrogen 
oxides. 

Some 11 million diesel 
vehicles are affected 
worldwide, including almost 
1.2 million in the UK. 

The company also 
admitted that the stated 
C02 levels for around 
36,000 vehicles may have 
been set too low, giving an 
inaccurate portrayal of fuel 
consumption. 

Among the other VW 
Group models which won 
awards were the Skoda 
Octavia (best family car), 


Volkswagen Passat Estate 
(best electric car) and 
Porsche Boxster (best sports 
car). 

What Car? insisted that 
none of the award winners 
were affected by the diesel 
emissions or carbon scandals 
because they are powered 
by the latest generation 
of engines, which have all 
been "recertified" in recent 
months. 


Jim Holder, the 
magazine's editorial director, 
said: "Our guiding principle 
is to recommend the best 
cars on sale today. We 
have tested all cars with 
our unrivalled rigour and 
scrutiny on a level playing 
field with all of their rivals. 

"Regardless of the scandal, 
the VW Group still builds 
cars that rank among the 
very best on the road and, 


tested against our criteria 
covering all of the rational 
reasons that consumers 
choose one car over 
another, the results are clear 
to see." 

But he added that the 
company faces a "huge 
journey" to rebuild the 
public's confidence and 
acknowledged that some 
motorists would "simply 
look to our runner-up 
recommendations" when 
choosing which car to buy. 

Audi's head of sales for 
Europe, Dominique Boesch, 
said the A4's Car of the Year 
prize was recognition of its 
"advanced engineering and 
design". 

What Car? said the

Palmer reveals Guineas 
option for Galileo Gold 


GROUND conditions will play 
a major part in dictating which 
2000 Guineas route Galileo Gold 
ends up going down, according to 
trainer Hugo Palmer. 

While last year’s Vintage Stakes 
winner will be given a Guineas 
preparation, plans remain fluid as 
to which one will be his ultimate 
target. 

The three-year-old, who 
was last seen finishing third in 
the Prix Jean-Luc Lagardere at 


Longchamp in October, stepped 
up on his work at home last week 
after having his first canter of the 
year alongside stablemate Strong 
Steps. 

Newmarket-based Palmer said: 
“Physically, the horse has done 
unbelievably well from two to 
three. 

“He was a very leggy two-year- 
old, but he has now come right 
down the legs and has put 70 
kilograms on. 


“He has done really well and I 
am just absolutely delighted with 
him. 

“We are going to prepare him 
for a Guineas and he will have 
entries in all three (English, Irish 
and French). 

“He does not want fast ground 
and he will run where the ground 
is most suitable for him. 

“The great thing is you don’t 
have to enter prep races early 
so we can make a call at the 


beginning of April. 

“We will just see if he needs a 
run, as all horses are different. 

“He has always been quite a 
clean-winded horse so my guess 
is that he probably won’t go for 
one.” 

Stablemate Gifted Master is 
likely to revert to six furlongs 
on his seasonal return for the 
£100,000 Tattersalls Millions 
3-Y-O Sprint at Newmarket’s 
Craven meeting. 


Racecourse attendances hit six million mark in 2015 


THE Racecourse Association has 
announced attendances across 
Britain's racecourses rose by 5.3 
per cent in 2015 to exceed the 
six million mark for the first time 
since 2011. 

Total attendances across Britain's 
59 racecourses reached 6,129,433 
last year, which was 309,463 more 
than 2014 and just 21,810 short of 
the 2011 record (6,151,243). 

Average attendances also rose 
to 4,256 per fixture, a 4.4 per 
cent increase on the 2014 figure 


of 4,076. This is the highest 
average attendance since 2007 
(4,376). 

Stephen Atkin, chief executive 
of the RCA, said: "It is once again 
very pleasing to see a significant 
rise in the total and average 
attendance at racecourses in 2015. 

"It was a particularly 
competitive year with the Rugby 
World Cup and The Ashes, so it 
is extremely gratifying for racing 
to have increased its attendance 
figures and perform well against 


other sports. 

"It is reward for the hard 
work put in by racecourse teams 
across the country and the vital 
contribution by horsemen, the 
BHA and Great British Racing. 

"It also reflects the very 
substantial investment by 
racecourses in customer facilities 
and other infrastructure. 

"The figures highlight the huge 
popularity of racing in Britain and 
the importance of each and every 
racecourse to its community. 


"There is a huge amount to 
build on and we will hopefully 
see further growth this year." 

Rod Street, chief executive of 
Great British Racing, said: "It is 
very pleasing to see this level of 
growth in attendances over the 
course of 2015 and not just at 
the larger festivals. 

"Some of the smaller 
racecourses have grown their 
fixtures significantly which have 
contributed towards the overall 
five per cent increase." 


New federation 
to benefit clubs 

SPORTS clubs in Burwell have the 
chance to join a newly established 
Burwell Sports Federation which aims 
to bring them together in one 
multi-sport facility in the village. 

Football clubs Burwell Swallows, 
Swifts and Tigers have already joined 
the federation. At present the clubs 
and their individual teams will continue 
to play and operate as normal but the 
federation's long-term aim is to bring 
the likes of cricket, football and rugby 
on to the same site. 

Other sports that could join the 
federation include tennis, baseball, 
bowls, judo and hockey, all of which 
have national organisations to manage 
policies for coaching standards, child 
protection and equality. 

Burwell Cricket Club currently have 
playing facilities, but sports such as 
football, with more than 350 players in 
all age groups, are in need of additional 
space in order to play in Burwell. 

Up to 150 play in Swaffham Prior, 
Newmarket, Fordham and Lode. 

There are tennis courts in the village 
but there is little opportunity to develop 
them further. 

Burwell Parish Council has set up a 
working group to look into the facilities 
at the Recreation Ground, with plans 
for four changing rooms, toilets and 
increased car parking capacity. 

The Recreation Ground will become 
a Field in Trust for 30 years, making it 
possible for the council to try to obtain 
grants and funding from outside sources 
to offset the cost of modernising the 
pavilion.

VICTORIA Pendleton has been given 
a great opportunity of fulfilling her 
dream of riding in the St James' Place 
Foxhunter Chase after Pacha Du Polder 
was made available to her as a potential 
mount at the Cheltenham Festival. 

Pendleton will team up with the 
nine-year-old, who wears the famous 
colours of leading racehorse owner 
Andy Stewart, for the remainder of the 
point-to-point season with the ultimate 
aim of competing in the Foxhunter. 

Pacha Du Polder was runner-up in the 
Crabbie's Fox Hunters' Chase at Aintree 
last year when trained by Paul Nicholls 
and is already qualified for the amateur 
riders' Gold Cup at Cheltenham. 

The nine-year-old gelding, now with 
Chloe Roddick in Somerset, should

provide Pendleton with invaluable 
additional race-riding experience 
as she builds towards the biggest 
meeting in the jumps calendar. 

The news comes a day after the 
double Olympic cycling champion 
completed a point-to-point race for 
the first time when fourth on the Alan 
Hill-trained Supreme Danehill in the 
Confined Race at Black Forest Lodge, 
in Devon. 

Mildenhall Cycling Club life 
member Pendleton said: "I'm 
delighted that Andy Stewart has kindly 
made Pacha Du Polder available 
for point-to-points and potentially 
Cheltenham. 


"It's great that an owner of Andy's 
stature is putting his faith in me to 
ride one of his horses." 

Stewart said: "The Stewart Family 
are delighted that Victoria will be 
riding Pacha Du Polder for us in 
point-to-points, and who knows 
maybe even at Cheltenham. 

"It was thrilling at Aintree as he 
looked the winner until Nina 
Carberry joined him at the last and JP 
McManus' On The Fringe beat us, so 
this year it might be a 
women's race. We are very excited 
about the coming months." 

Pendleton will now work closely 
with Roddick, whilst continuing her 
regular visits to the Hill stable and 
she is expected to be in action at a 


point-to-point meeting this coming 
weekend. 

Hill wants her to get as much 
experience as possible in the next 
couple of months and called to trainers 
with suitable mounts to get in touch. 

He said: "Victoria continues to 
make great progress and Black Forest 
was another step forward for her. 

"This stage of the challenge 
is beginning to build important 
momentum and we are keen to 
continue giving Victoria as much 
experience of riding in point-to- 
points as possible, so it's important 
to let people with suitable horses 
know that they can contact me with 
a view to Victoria riding them in 
point-to-points."
